They have provided Tortofa and Tarragona with 
great Stores of Provifions; and according to the Re- 
port of Deferters have added many new Works 10 
the Fortifications of Girone ; and made both Parts 
of that City, which is divided by the Ter, fo ftrong, 
that neither of them can be befieged but by a very 
confiderable Number of Troops.
